foot. The exact amount to be 
borne.by the various property own¬ 
ers will be fixed . by the assessor 
and announced at a meeting of the 
commission to be held Monday 
night, Aug. 7.

As Report of P.S.C. is

After having had time to digest 
the findings of the Public Service 
Commission* in amending the order 
for the construction, of the railroad 
grade crossings through Freeport,.

Can Provide Bus Terminal . 
Secondly the PS.C.7 ruled there 
was no necessity for providing’ ac¬ 
commodations for buses under the 
railroad*-viaduct and that “recesses 
designed' for their special use under 
the village plan should be made 
available to the patrons for their, 
benefit as required for automobile 
purposes, in connection with station 
facilities." 

•However, it was pointed out that 
the area under the viaduct will lie 
paved. If the Village desired to 
utilize the section between Main.and 
Henry sts., as a terminal for buses 
now operating out of the present 
rented site, all that would be neces¬ 
sary would be to mark the paving 
to serve as stalls and the village 
would have its terminal. As for. the— 
area east of Henry at., the feeling 
was that there is no need for ad¬ 
ditional bus facilities for the present.

in Freeport, particularly in regard 
to population and traffic. .-. \ 

: “The railroad station, at its pres¬ 
ent location’ between Grove and 
Main sts„ may have been adequate, 
for the requirements of. 1936, but 
today with a great influx of popula¬ 
tion and a consequent increase in 
passenger traffic, the station and its 
surrounding area are no longer 
adequate. ’ 

“The railroad station area lies 
between Brooklyn a/ve., on the north 
and Railroad ave., on the south. It 
has to accommodate commuters and 
other automobiles, bus traffic, taxis, 
express facilities and^pedestmlanJJuf- 
flc, but it is entirely .inadequate for 
this purpose. The condition, how- j 
evqr, is perpetuated on the presently 
approved plan. In fact the condi- 
. tlon is because at present the plat¬ 
forms are located between Ocean 
ave., and Main st., whereas they are 
shortened about 300 feet on the ap¬ 
proved plan. 

Savings Under Village Plan 
I “The Village plan, by moving the 
station east as prayed for,. provides 
greater room for traffic circulation 
and provide access to station facil¬ 
ities over a spread of about 2,000 
linear feet along the railroad right 
of way. . Commuters and other 
patrons may approach the station 
at five points on each side of the 
railroad, but only at four points on 

the approved plan.” _ ’ 

Mr. Arkwright also comments 
favorably on the Village plan for 
eliminating $279,000 from the cost of 
rebuilding a large section of the 
brick water conduit between Grove 
and Main st., which serves the City 
of New York, by moving the station 
eastward, another $325,000 for pro¬ 
tecting the conduit Where it was 
proposed to locate the lay-up tracks, 
which will now rexA'ain in approxi¬ 
mately their present location, and 
also the- benefits of moving the 
freight house eastward to Columbus 
ave., north of - Bennington as a 
saving in trackage. He also com¬ 
ments on the fact that a proposed 
park for the Northeast section is 
assured as a result of the change in 
the location of the lay-up tracks. 


Chinese, Japanese 
Exhibit at Library 

; At a time when all eyes are focus¬ 
ed on the Far East and the 1 * crucial 
situation there, the Freeport Mem¬ 
orial Library has on display an ex¬ 
hibit. of Chinese and Japanese art¬ 
icles. . Ampng,. the more interesting 
or the Chinese . items are a small 
scale model of a ..Chinese house, a 
miniature of a charcoal stove, and 
a very small pendant containing a 
pair of dice, each about 1/8 inch 
square. ^ 

Also included are exquisite ex¬ 
amples of Chinese .embroidery and 
shoes once worn by Chinese women. 
The artistic talents of the Chinese, 
are. evident throughout - the com- ; 
plete exhibit but most especially in 
the design of the. hand-painted 
lacquer—jewelry.-chest,—the^bone 
carving and silhouette cutting. 
There are also several pieces made 
of cinnabar (a very heavy com¬ 
pound of mercury with sulfur. 

While the Japanee articles are 
fewer in number, they are equally 
interesting. An unusual design, 
for instance, decorates a tea set. 
In rows of four are tiny little faces 
one after the other. Properly 
enough this pattern is called the 
thousand faces. A lovely blue and 
white teapot, sent from Japan is 
convincing proof that the Japanese 
can create beauty as well as copy 
it. The’ library also has many in¬ 
formative books on the far-East, 
some .of which are displayed in 
the West alcove of the Adult Read¬ 
ing Room.

The technoligical age has "moved in even on history ex¬ 
aminations in a Hempstead liberal arts college, 
t" '. At Hofstra College,, a history professor, Dr. Oscar G. Dar- 
lingbon.is using a tape recorder in 
his summer session' examinations 


for • graduatestudents, to find out 
how much his class has learned on 
the subject of 19th century democ¬ 
racy. ; ' 

Individual students talk their 
'papers 7 Into the microphone of a 
tape recorder before the other 
members of the class; and submit 
to an oral questlon-and-answer 
■quiz 1 which Is also recorded. . 

The professor has used the tape 
machine to record for future gen¬ 
erations the battle experiences of a 
college GI student on his own cam¬ 
pus, and to preserve an actual 
voice record of bhe memories of 
“old timers” connected with Long 
Island historical events. He be¬ 
lieves he is the first professor to 
supplant written exams with

How to Attract New Industries to Freeport 

AND VICINITY 

CHAPTER VIII 

Regulations and Control 

In the course of these articles which have appeared each week, we 
have pointed out certain kinds of information which must be gathered 
in order to accomplish a constructive job of selling the Village as a 
[location for an industrial prospect. 

A number of questions have arisen regarding Industrial Development 
and the control that can be exercised to assure that proper kinds of 
Industry are Interested In locating, and that the industries themselves 
will be .-an asset to the community. 

'A part of this control is obviously obtained through proper regula¬ 
tions and Industrial zoning, or zoning of real estate "itself. However, to 
a large extent, the control of selecting industries becomes a matter of 
good appioafih vto-the-piroperriindiMtatyrr^ ' -. ITT 1 t - .’— .. -. 

.Take for example,, the literature published by most cities in the sales 
| promotion of their Industrial development. By and large it is both dis¬ 
appointing and (barren to the average plant manager, earnestly seeking 
reliable and authorative information of an economic character on dif¬ 
ferent communities preliminary to locating a new plant. 

Every city, whether large or small, should publish a pamphlet or 
a series of pamphlets, attractively Illustrated and frequently revised, 
presenting in summarized form the economic advantages afforded local 
industries. 

The research outlines that have appeared in this series of articles 
prior to now provide a basic form for gathering information and specify 
the type of data necessary for publication of such a pamphlet. These 
publications should be comparable in form, content and style to the best 
advertising matter issued by large corporations describing their respective 
products to the trade. . This is essentialy a merchandising Job, in this 
case, the merchandising of a Village to new industries. 

Tt is an important and highly technical matter a subject worthy of 
specialized treatment, but as 'yet, this fact seems to have escaped 
Long Island. 

In many Instances . cities throughout the United States have at¬ 
tempted to supply the deficiency through a lavish dispensation of arti¬ 
ficial inducements to Industry. This, in other, language, describes the 
granting of. .tax . inducements, free land, construction of buildings, or 
other-concessions that -many persons.. are inclined to describe as the 
reason for their non-concession area's failure in attracting proper industry. 

The competition for new lndustrial.-.plants, and for industries to be 
located in villages ; and cities ls increasing. dally, and many communities 
are resorting-, to suoh methods of i attracting/:the. industry to their area. 
They will provide the industry .^with i sites, .free buildings, free rent, free 
water, free 'power,' free taxes; removal expenses' and other bonuses. \ 
Campaigns of this character ignore the all important fact that a 
community -possessing unique opportunities’ for industry, need not grant 
artificial inducements to atoract new plants. The differential between 
an uneconomic location can never be equalized with municipal hand¬ 
outs. Self-reliant and successful. Industrial organizations value an 
economic location so highly that they refuse to put themselves, as it 
•were, upon the auction block to be sold to the highest bidder. 

In many instances the industry is reluctant to obligate itself to the 
community by accepting such unusual inducements or gratuities. Organ¬ 
izations who do seek such gratuities and are influenced by such, to a 
certain extent, may be of .the character that would be considered un¬ 
reliable for most communities, and thereby place the whole industrial 
picture of a village in jeopardy. 

With these thoughts in mind, it therefore becomes increasingly 
important to do a good selling job. It Is obvious that those industries 
that would be of the most desirable character, that become secure, reliable 
citizens of the community, that are interestd in making a sound contribu¬ 
tion to the economic growth, of the community; are most frequently the 
peak point for competition, among, communities that have recognized 
.the value of. good Industrial Development. This thereby becomes the 
competitive sphere of selling for. afeity or: community . 1 . ’ * 

' ..To-haveha cooperative attitude toward-public.utilities, basic neces- 
sities^in order -to. assure that:-the industrial prospect is given .every 
opportunity:-to-- have:-the^ stronger possible :start~to the‘;tennltory ; ls"both- 
sound and'obviously , constructive. . However, this should -m^be considered 
as merely an' inducement;; is should be considered a part/of the ordinary 
program of selling, therefore,' it is recommended .that the data’^ and 
information 1 be compiled as soon as possible to present the most in¬ 
telligent story in behalf of the community, and that this information be 
published in suitable form, properly illustrated for distribution to prospects 
that can be interested or can become interested in locating in the 
territory. • -. . • :* • . ■ ' 

On Long Island there are many different kinds of publishing estab¬ 
lishments well equipped to aid and assist in the actual production of 
such a brochure. It therefore becomes a matter*of properly correlating 
the information and seeing that accurate data is available which will
